SBS-2 seams to have lost a lot of 
it's digital/telemetry traffic lately. It almost appgars dark. 


Lastly - tho humorously - why did I decide to write a column on Satellites 
when the whole world has seemingly decided to cease launching any more - any 
time soon. The adventure was great in trying to find the new ones and then 
searching for the transponders being used.

Frank Merrill (continued) The E skip on April 27 and 28 was most welcome, because it 


was my first April E skip ever in 25 years of DX'ing! I 
really can't comprehend how I managed to miss April E skip for so many years. For a spe- 


cial treat it also gave me Cuba on MM (90.3 MHz), a country heard only once during many 
years in Michigan and Toledo. All three Cubans were running a Phillips test pattern with 
hard-to-see ICRT calls on top left of center. Now to catch some February and March E 
skip, but I'll have to pay closer attention. 

I have just acquired an ICOM R-7000 (and tested it with its video adaptor). I do not 
recommend the receiver for TV-DX'ing. Under dead conditions, Peoria channels 26 and 31 
(80 miles) produced a mixing product on channel 37 which bled over into channel 36 and in 
several other places while the Zenith had no such problem. The video tended to be fuzzy, 
because some of the high frequency response has been eliminated. Weaker stations often 
had a problem of going into sync. Though its sensitivity rivals the Zenith, I do not 
recommend this receiver for serious TV DX'ing because of the spurious response problems. 

E skip season is at hand when you see this - don't miss it!! Seven tea trees.

New station WCCU-27, Urbana, Illinois is on early with ID slide. Good DX target. 
New station WFWA-39, Fort Wayne, Indiana is a public TV station; not commercial as I 
stated last time. Twenty four hour religious station, WWIO-35, in LaSalle, Illinois went 
off the air from 0000-0005 on a Wednesday morning for transmitter adjustments. I have 
five minutes per week to DX! 1 drove by their impressive new tower recently. Their 
antenna is mounted on the southeast side of the tower - not on the top. ‘Twenty four hour 
station WQAD-8 was off for a while recently around 2300 CDI. For the first time in 25 
years, I got to watch surrounding channel 8's. Storms were in the area. 

I had an extensive E skip opening on April 28. I logged three Cubans, channels 3, 5 
and 6, with the same strange Russian test pattern. They all came in intermittently for 
two hours, channel 6 being the strongest. I saw the same pattern on channel 3 last 
October 8 at 1635 CDT. They must run these patterns all afternoon. The May issue of 
"Money" magazine has a short article on Russian TV with the same test pattern in the 
background. Hence my conclusion as to their origin. 

A comment on my last report - why did I count W51AF in LaSalle as two stations? 
Originally they were an LPIV with some local programming, including weather, news, and 
sports. They then went off for six months. They came back on as a translator of reli- 
gious station WCFC-38, Chicago. A completely different operation which would indicate a 
change in ownership.

There have been lots of changes recently in sta- 
tions. How are others going to count this one? I try to abide by the rules. I've seen 
them shut this translator off at 2300 CDI, even though WCFC-38 is on longer. 


(Bill, with regard to station counting of translator/LPIV's, I don't think that a 
standard has been developed yet. That might be a good subject of discussion for this sun- 
mers convention. My personal opinion is that an LPIV or a translator flip-flopping 
between local origination and translation of a broadcast signal is not significant enough 
to warrant counting of a new station. However, I believe it is proper and customary to 
count a new station when a channel goes dark and comes back later as a new operation, even 
with the same physical facilities. 1 would certainly count W51AF twice if a change of 
ownership has taken place. Comments? fm)

LA’s KTWV 94.7, “The Wave,” format in 
place only a few weeks, got a 1.9 rating in the 
market, up .3% from the previous 12-week 
survey. “While Wave boosters call it ‘the first 
new music radio format in 18 years’, its critics 
dismiss it as ‘lifeless, dentist-chair Muzak.” 
Thanks to the Davises in Mission Viejo for this. 
Paul Swearingen sent an article on KCSN *88.5 
Northridge moving to a new 52-watt transmitter 
and 646 meter antenna at the Lupe Canyon 
electronic site, which will make its signal 
accessible in the Santa Clarita Valley and 
stronger in the San Fernando valley. 

W. R. Mcintosh sent the “Radio Today” 
advertising supplement to the L. A. Times, 
which had a few logos in it, and an article on 
how the FCC is cracking down on radio 
indecency. See my editorial in ““FMedia!” on 
the subject. Mc comments: ‘Wonder who 
rattled the FCC’s cage? | thought they were 
asleep or dead, except for paper pushing.” LA’s 
version of Howard Stern is Jay Thomas, KPWR, 
“Power 106.”

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street language, | frankly didn’t care about redeeming social value,’’ he said. The KPFK broadcast wasn’t ‘‘even margina 
when it came to obscenity and he promised to help take the FCC referral of his complaint all the way to the Supreme Court, 
if necessary. Meanwhile, Pacifica is suing the FCC in the hopes of heading off a costly battle for license renewal of its stations, 
which it really fears. 

McClatchy newspapers are getting out of the radio business, planning to sell KAER Sacramento, KNAX Fresno and their 
AM affiliates.

Time.” Studios to be in the old WAVI AM Portsmouth NH shell (which went off the air in Feb.), but they hope to revive the 
AM eventually. 

Glenn Hauser mentions that, even though WPOW Miami has switched to 96.5, his !ocal WRFM Homestead is still only 
testing in stereo and with tone and music, but no regular schedule.

JOHN COMBS (Jacksonville FL) (Oh 
yes, this printer does not underline) 
reported WESH-2 (Daytona Beach FL) 
identifying with translator W16AJ, 
apparently the replacement for W56BG, 
Melbourne-Palm Bay, which was bumped 
off the air by WAYK-56 (Melbourne FL). 
He also sent a news service release 
that reports a breakthrough in 
"satellite dish design, which has 
remained almost stagnant for three 
decades." "The new antenna does away 
with the need for a large metalor 
fiberglass dish. It is flat and 
small.... Compared with current 
satellite antennas, which are usually 
6 to 8 feet in diameter, the new 
‘planar' design apparently can be any 
size from a foot across to the size of 
an outside wall." 

From FRANK ADEN JR. (Boise ID): "I 
spent considerable time in trying to 
find out who is behind K43BE in Boise, 
station was testing a few months back. 
FCC Menitoring station in Ferndale WA 
told me it belongs to Kentel Corp. 
Transmitter is located on table _ rock 
as suspected with lkw. It is in the 
same building as KA7EB.... {The 
Ferndale FCC) reported LPTV stations 
do not have to have a public file in 
city of license but information can be 
obtained on any station via the 
FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT. To get a 
copy of a station's file all you need 
to do is write the Secretary of the 
FCC, 1919 M St., Washington DC 20554, 
& ask for a copy of the file on _ said 
station per FOIA. This may make it a 
little easier to get information on 
new or off the air stations." 

(But don't you have to pay for 
copying of the material? I think most

government departments have an agent 
in charge of supplying material upon 
request. The FCC has been, at least a 
few years ago, using Downtown Copy 
Center, which probably charges $.10 
to $.15 a page, and their file is 
probably loaded with 95% worthless 
information such as bank loans, 
stockholders, other involvements of 
the station's owners, public affairs 
ascertainment material, equal 
employment opportunity records, zoning 
and planning board authorizations, 
letters from the local public, etc. 
Somewhere in that mess you might find 
a coverage map.) 

Frank sent a copy of an article from 


the 3/9/87 Oregonian: "Richland, Wash. 
(AP) - Washington State University 
President Sam Smith says 


Battelle-Northwest's $45,000 donation 


is a cornerstone for the Tri-Cities' 
first public television station." 
(KTNW, ch. 31, granted a permit last 
September for 57.2 kw, and to be 
licensed to Richland WA. -wbf) "The 
new sister station £or Pullman's 


KWSU-TV should open in October, once a 
first-year budget of $230,000 is 
raised locally to supplement a federal 
grant of about $400,000, Smith said." 

ERIC FADER (Bronx NY) writes, "Re: 
the CCI pattern discussion in the 3/87 
VUD (p.24, left column): During a 
couple of South Florida Es openings a 
few years ago, I noted strong diagonal 
CCI on channel 3. I don't Know how 
many bars there were...but they were 
completely diagonal (not just slanted 
a little). I assumed them to be Cuban 
in origin. Since then, I've seen 
weaker diagonal bars a couple of 
times, & just dismissed it offhandedly 
as 'Cuban CCI.' Does this make sense? 

The bars you describe suggest a CCI 
pattern so far off of the carrier 
frequency that I would suggest’ the 
possibility of cable leakage. Do you 
have cable TV in your area? To the 
best of my knowledge Cuba uses no 
carrier offsets, but its stations seem 
to adhere to their assigned frequency 
closely. 

RANDY MILTIER (San Jose CA) sent an 
article on Home Shopping Club from the 
3/13/87 San Jose Mercury News: "Some 


analysts called Home Shopping Network 


a fad that is already fizzling after a 
disappointing earnings announcement 
sent the video retailer's stock into a 


tailspin this week. 'It's like Silly 
Putty and Hula Hoops. At some point 
the allure of the fad fades and the 
bubble bursts,' said Carl Steidtmann, 


vice president of Management Horizons, 
an Ohio-based retail consulting firm. 
Others said that Wall Street didn't 
realize how quickly competitors would 
enter the televised shop-at-home field 
that the Clearwater, Fla., company 
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pioneered. They called Wednesday's 20 
percent decline in stock price an 
‘adjustment' that reflcts HSN's new 
competition." "'The market naively 
overvalued Home Shopping Network 
because it was the first in the 
market. It didn't foresee the _ speed 
or level that competition would enter 
the market, ' said Thomas Rauh, 
director of retail consulting for 
Touche Ross.'" What the article 
didn't mention is that the price of a 
sharewent up to around $35 when there 
was a good chance of HSN buying out 
its biggest competitor. Ahen that 
failed, a share went down to $25 at 
the time of the article. Since then 
it dropped to as low as $12, and is 
now between $15 and $16. It's listed 
in theAmereican Exchange, if anybody's 
interested in following its progress. 
Randy also mentions that the Santa 
Clara County Board of Education 
breaking away from KTEH-54, leaving 
that station on its own. The station 
still uses the slogan, “Programming 
from the Board of Education, Santa 
Clara County." Also from Randy: 
"KWBB-38, KLXV-65 & KPST-66 are still 
not listed in TV Guide. KLXV-65 with 
religious programming just had a money 
drive for programming for ch. 65." 
"KPST-66 has actually had other 
programming other than Home Shopping, 
one was a community program in 
Vallejo." All the home shopping 
stations do that. That's how they can 
justify their license to the FCC: an 
occasional community-related program 
to show they care about people. The 
FCC calls it "Ascertainment of 
community needs and interests." 
WENDELL FORD (Westville IN) sent two 
articls relating to public television. 
One is an editorial: "One reason 
‘Northwest Indiana residents feel cut 
off from their state government is 
that there is no local television 
station to bring them state news, 
political debates, political 
commercials." How many of you WTFDA 
members actually watch political 
debates and commercials? How many of 


you are totally unable to get access 
to a local newspaper to read about 
your state government? I love 
editorials; they can be funnier than 
the funnies. "Most people know more 
about Illinois government, via _ the 
Chicago channels, than about their 
home state." "Northwest Indiana 
Public Broadcasting Inc. is on_ the 
verge of being able to get WYIN, 
Channel 56, operating - but it needs 
some state help. The public 


broadcasting group has been working 
for years to go on the air, ever since 
it acquired the license held by the 
Lake Central School Corp. for Channel 
50, which was closed in early 1983. 
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The goal is a professionally run 
public broadcasting channel, offering 
more than the school operation could. 
Between solicited private donations, 
money obtained in a deal with a 
commercial television operation to 
exchange channel numbers (50 for 56) 
and a heftt federal grant, the group 
has cleared the way to start 
operations - but it needs $200,000 to 
complete capital construction without 
dipping into its operations funds." 
The editorial goes on to explain what 
steps must be taken to get the _ state 
government to dish out the required 
funds. And we all know the best way 
to solve problems is to get your 
government to throw money at it. 

The next article deals with public 
TV stations and cable companies. 
"Public television broadcasters say 
the survival of some of their stations 
is being jeapordized by cable 
operators who are dropping the 
stations in favor of commercial 
programming. Cable operators, how- 
ever, say public broadcasters are 
exaggerating and argue that new rules 
requiring cable operators to carry a 
certain number of public TV stations 
are ‘constitutionally indefensible.'" 
"Public broadcasters list 175 
instances in which cable operators in 
recent months have stopped carrying 
public TV stations thay had been 
required tocarry under the old FCC 
ruls struck down as_ unconstitutional 
in 1985." "Public broadcasters want 
the FCC to require that all local 
public stations be carried by thecable 


Operator serving their area. They 
also want protection from being 
shifted to the higher numbers on 
channel selectors." 

GEORGE MILEON (Lynn MA) reports, 
"Channel 19 is now on the air in 
Boston. It's all Spanish. Began 
3/8/86 (do you mean 1987? -wbE£). 
Broadcast tower is on the Prudential 


Building. Studio is in a building in 


the Spanish community. They have yet 
to show their call letters. Are they 
low power operation?" Probably. I 


don't know of any channel 19 up there. 
Too close to Adams MA for full power. 
"Channel 46 in Norwell is still very 
difficult to get; just like channel 50 
in New Hampshire, very weak signal in 
my area. I still can't figure out how 
these new stations go on the air with 
such weak signals." They use Eveready 
Energizers. 

Plenty of mail left, but if I don't 
get this thing mailed off tomorrow

DX-ING WITH INDOOR ANTENNAS 


by Joe Manucci 


I am one of those DX nuts whose lifestyle is apartment living. Since I do not have the big bucks for a house, I choose 
to live in a highrise. Some day mabye...... Anyway, my landlord is actually a faceless corporation who tells me that 
hanging any form of antenna ‘whatsoever outside my windows will void my lease and lead to my eviction, which would make 
somebody happy anyway due to the waiting list these kind of places have. 


The bottem line for me and anyone else around my complex be they ham, CBER, or mad scientist is NO ANTENNAS. Here I am, 


a DXer like a fish out.of water so to speak! I had to have some kind of antennas for the E-skip season. In my 


location, the FM band is pretty crowded with several locals 3 to 13 miles away on high towers with powers ranging from 3~ 


to 100 kilowatts. Lowband TV is clear out to 50 miles away, but I've got one hi-bander and a couple of UHFers to 
contend with. 


I like to DX E-skip and feel that simple rabbit ears such as the cheapo pair that was supplied with my RCA TV do not do 
the job, and the experts will back me up on this, it seems that such "ears" are just plain not big enough to capture 
enough signal at channel 2--not enough "Capture Area" as they say. Even a halfwave dipole at that channel would be 


longer than 10 feet across--and that would just be "unity" gain, or if you talk decibles, zero dbs of gain. Fortunately . 


tho, for E-skip one does not have to have a lot of gain on the antenna--a good amount of Capture Area is better. 
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I did get a dipole with my FM tuner (Realistic), but it really is not too much better than the TV rabbit ears, simply a 
piece of 300 ohm ribbon twin lead cut for somewhere around the middle of the FM band. Again this can't ever have more 
than zero db gain. I HAVE found that the Radio Shack 15-1636 Triple Drive 6 element FM antenna will work fair to good 
for strong E-skip DX inside an apartment IF you have enough space for it and a way to rotate (hang it from the ceiling 
mabye??) and will even work fair for TV E-skip, beating most rabbit ear antennas. 


I have tried indoor antenna amplifiers for the FM band. Forget 'em. If you have any locals at all they are not worth 
the trouble. If anyone in the club has ever had good results with an indoor antenna amplifier, I would like to see you 
write it up for the V.U.D. I do understand that the Magnum units from Canada (which are expensive) DO work and this is 
because they are tuneable preselectors rather than broadband amplifiers. 


Word has it that the home-brew "Quad" loops built by some members do also work quite a bit better than simple rabbit 


ears, and they may offer a bit of improved gain also. They are easy to build, you can even built then out of lamp cord. 


The idea is simple. each side of the loop is equal to one-quarter wavelength of the frequency you design it for.° You 
connect the loop to 75 ohm co-ax cable, then run the cable to your DX receiver: 


QUAD LOOP 


ToOuyvxK 
TUNER 


OR 
RECEIVER 


75 OnmM 
co-AK CABLE 
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Of course since you have to use the co-ax you will also have to use a balun at the antenna terminals of your TV or FM DX 
tuner but not on the Quad loop itself, since the center conducter and outer shield is connected directly to the ends of 
the loop. Use an insulator, like the type sold for use in shortwave and ham longwire antennas, made of porcelain, glass 
or similar type material. 


This kind of loop is cut to the wavelength of the channel or group of frequencies you make it for, and you can make it 
out of the relatively cheap electrical lamp cord wire you can buy at the hardware shop. Or you can make it out of 
shortwave antenna wire, but you have to be careful with it as it such wire is not insulated. 


The theory of the loop is that each side "L" is equal to one-quarter wavelength, determined by the formula of 248 
divided by the frequency of the channel you are making the antenna for. This is sort of like a folded dipole antenna in 
that it is fairly broadband so it can be made for more than one channel, but it does not have the same kind of bandwidth 


or impedance of a regular folded dipole. 


For channel 2, the L equals 54 inches; channel 3 = 49"; channel 4 = 44"; channel 5 = 39"; channel 6 = 36"; FM band 


center = 31"; 107.9 mhz = 28". The nice thing about this simple loop is that you can hang it on a wall and it 


| 
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DOES beat the results of rabbit ears. If you cut another loop and connect the ends together without an insulator, you 
can mount it a couple feet behind the quad loop and use it like the reflecter element on a yagi antenna, to give more 
gain in addition to making the pickup more directional. This would mean that you'd have to make a wooden frame to 
support the thing, but it still would be easier to mount and turn inside your apartment than a small yagi would; and as 
the experts say, better than many yagi antennas for E-skip reception. 


RADIO SHACK 
ARCHER /5-/636 
FM ANTENNA 


For my E-skip reception I plan to use the Radio Shack Triple Drive 6 element inside my apartment again this summer. It 
is cut for the FM band, but it will pickup a good amount of skip on the low band TV channels when conditions are right. 
I feel that my FM receiver being much more sensitive than a TV set is my main E-skip tuner anyway, and use an "A/B" 


~ switch to go over to FM when it climbs to 88 mhz. 


One nice thing you can do with indoor antennas such as rabbit ears or the Quad loops is to quickly turn them ninety 
degrees on their sides to check for vertical polarized skip signals. Lets see you guys with outside yagis do that 


trick! It can be done with outdoor antennas, but you need either a second special rotor on the antenna boom, or another 


seperate vertical mounted antenna! Vertical polarization is useful sometimes because the skip comes in more on the 
vertical side than the horizontal in certain intense openings, especially some of the ones that hit in July. Having a 
vertical polarized antenna also is a big help to cut down on the local signal too, as this will be mainly horizontal. 
If you have strong local channels 2 & 4 on TV for instance, turning the loop or ears vertical may cut way down on the 
slopover on 3. You may be able to hear some DX on the FM channels adjacent to your 100 KW local FM this way too. 


So you see, good E-skip results can be had without antennas up on the roof. The same is not necessarily true about 
Tropo and Meteor DX but I'll settle for a good E-skip opening anytime as Es just is not as predictable and to my way of 
thinking, more fun because of this fact. In a halfway decent year you will find E-skip adding stations to your log 
totals very quickly as there are many targets waiting for you in that 450 to 1300 mile single hop skip zone, especially 
on the FM band. . 


Someday I plan to buy my dream house but until that point I am an indoor antenna DXer. Just because I am stuck ina 
highrise doesn't mean that I can't get good DX results.

The BIG news since last time has been the proliferation of the new 
“all-band" VHF/UHF receivers by the people who make shortwave receivers. 
At first glance, they sound sort of like a TV/FM DXer's dream machine. 
There has been a lot of hype about them, mostly in the form of 
advertising. The two that are of particular interest to WIFDAers are the 
Yaesu FRG-9600 "VHF/UHF multimode receiver" offering continuous coverage 
of 60 to 905 MHz, the ICOM R-7000 "Scanning. Receiver" which tunes 25 to 
1000 MHz and 1025 to 2000 MHz. Both offer optional video adapters and 
tune all major modes you might find in use on the frequency ranges 
covered: FM and AM (wide and narrow), SSB, CW, and TV. In addition to 
hitting all the standard TV broadcast channels, these machines cover the 
UHF bands that are most popular with amateur TV operators. 


Rumors abound that other manufacturers beside ICOM and Yaesu are coming 
out with similar models, scanning receivers that are dedicated VHF/UHF 
receivers--not just shortwave receivers with optional VHF converters. 
We'll see. For the time being, most avid TV DXers are drooling over the 
ICOM and Yaesu rigs. There are important performance differences, more 
than just in frequency coverage. Whatiwannaknow (as Mr. Headroom says) is 
are these receivers really worth it? There are certain design problems 
that force compromises in wide-coverage receivers. It used to be that 
sensitivity was a major concern. Now, though, the problem centers around 
cross-modulation and selectivity. It may be great to have a single 
receiver that will tune all the most active PSB and amateur bands. But 
when it comes to the TV broadcast channels, watch out! The local stations 
in this range are just pumping out much more RF energy than a 
communications-type receiver can be expected to cope with reasonably. 


The ICOM is currently selling for around $970 at a major ham radio 
supplier in the midwest U.S., without the video adaptor, which could 
easily push the price to well over $1000. The Yaesu unit is cheaper, 
around half the price of the ICOM at the same outlet. What's worrisome is 
that the ICOM promised to offer superior performance to the Yaesu, and a 
recent review in SPEC-COM, the best ham video magazine, indicates that, 
while sensitivity is "good," the ICOM R-7000 did not match the performance 
of an ATV downconverter. The reviewer indicated that the loss of 
sensitivity is acceptable considering the wide frequency range covered. 
Sounds a bit like he was describing a conventional UHF TV tuner, doesn't 
it? What remains to be seen is how it performs in the presence of strong 
local signal on the UHF TV band. I'd like to hear from any WTFDAers who 
have tried this, or the Yaesu unit for TV DXing. I must admit that I've 
talked with one or two veteran DXers who refuse to even consider these 
rigs, their argument being that their Mitsubishi, or Teknika, or Zenith, 
or GE, or whatever, HAS to be much better due to the nature of the ‘ 
differences between a communications receiver and a TV tuner. 

I've been trying to acquire one of these receivers to try on approval. I 
have a definite favorite, and I won't say which one. Like more than a few 
club members, I'd love to find out for myself whether or not the skeptics’ 
claims of these machines being nothing more than "glorified scanners not 
worth the price" (as one longtime TV DXer put it). 


More about this next time. In the meantime, thanks for those who wrote 
about the tuner discussion in the last column. Two things have become 
obvious from your comments: the Mitsubishis are over-rated, and Zenith may 
not be making them like they used to--a shame, because a whole generation 
of TV DXers looked to Zenith as a standard of comparison.
